Outgoing -

You might call it a detour on the road 
to corporate success. But when Stephen 
Perry left a 27-year career with Timken 
Corporation in his hometown of Canton 
to head the Ohio Department. of: Ad- 
ministrative Services, he was embarking 
upon a challenge which took him far 
afield from purchasing for the ball-bear- 
ing industry and its attendant problems. 

Now, after two years as the state's 
chief administrative officer, Perry is 
returning to the Timken Corporation -- but 
this time, in what he called his "dream 
job," as vice-president of human resour- 
ces and logistics for the 18,000 
employee company,which-has -opera- 
tions throughout the country and around 
the world. Perry's last day with the state 
is February 26. 

In a Call and Post interview, Perry 
expressed no regrets about either leav- 
ing the pressure cooker of state govern- 
ment, or coming in the first place. He 
recalled that, when he was originally ap- 
pointed to head DAS in 1991, he “didn't 
have much time to think abou missing 
the challenges of the private sector, or 
the distinctions between the Vac ol 
private sectors : : 

"| was totally immersed in the opera- 
tions of the Department of Administrative 
Services and the agencies we serve," 
Perry recalled. "| had precious little time 
to do anything else." 

The Department of Administrative 
Services functions as the key administra- 
tive agency of state government, ensur- 
ing the purchasing of goods and services 
for the other state agencies; controlling 
the construction. of state buildings, in- 
cluding the selection and monitoring of 
the architects and contractors on state 
projects; regulating state agency com- 
puter and systems operations; setting 
guidelines and reviewing the hiring of 
workers for state agencies; and regulat- 
ing and monitoring the equal employ- 
ment opportunity and minority business 
practices of state agencies. 

"It's a very challenging position, and 
it's an agency that has a lot of impact" 
within state government, Perry said.

Gibbs Boulevard.near Cleveland 
Ave.., turned left on Cleveland Ave., 
and right on Spring St., before 
losing contro! of the vehicle and 
careened onto the sidewalk 

According to the general police 
report, officer Distelhorst, had fol 
lowed the vehicle for several 
minutes before investigating. He 
believed Martin was reaching for a 
weapon and fired the shot at his 
shoulder. After the. vehicle was 
recovered, the officers ap 
prehended Martin and discovered 
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that he was wounded. He was 
transported to Grant Medical Cen- 
ter and treated for his wound. 

“I told the officer | was shot,”"Satd 
Martin, who described himself as 
getting out of the car with both his 
hands being in view of the officers. 
"They pulled me out of the car and 


threw me to the ground. One of” 


them kicked me several times in the 
face and had his foot on the back of 
my head. | can’t tell you how many 
they were, | really couldn't see, After 
they put me into the ambulance, 
one of the officers-said, ‘Why did 
you put your Hands. up like that.’ | 
didn't know what he was talking 
about." 

The Call and Post made an at- 
tempt to get a response from the 
officers involved, which 
Distethorst’s partner, officer Bryan 
Planck rudely hung up stating,” |

“We must cut one of them," Clin- 
ton said 

The president asserted that the, 
massive budget deficit, which could 
climb to more than $600 billion by 
the year 2000, requires, the imposi- 
tion of some tax increases to 
reduce, 

At the same time, the president 
promised that he would not attempt 
to balance the budget with tax in- 
creases alone 

“I'm not interested in raising a 
penny of taxes if we can't get the 
(budget) cuts," Clinton said. 

But in addition to tax increases 
and budget cuts, the president is 
calling for “a big change in spending 
priorities," away from the heavy 
defense buildup of the past twelve 
years and toward -health care cost 
containment and increased funding 
for job training and child nutrition 

The president also called for in- 
creased aid to education, particular- 
ly math and science education 

"We want to target learning 
strategies that.work,"-Clinton-said. 
‘Every problem in American educa- 
tion has been solved by someone 
somewhere. What we haven't done 
well is take what works in one place 
and applying it in another. 

By the -fourth-year-of-his-ad- 
ministration, the president said the 
new program initiatives would cost 
$26 billion per year. But he defended 
his new programs as being critical to 
the restructuring of the American 
economy to ensure the presence of 
a trained workforce ready to assume 
the high-wage jobs of the future

swallow for many: a program of tax increases and 
spending cuts designed to lop $325 

billion off the cumulative budget deficits over the 
next four years. ‘ 

What is important, however, is. that. as President 
Clinton said, the nation's economic malady has, for 
several years, been chronic -- With "persistent un- 
employment and underemployment: years of huge 
government deficits and declining investment in our 
future...legions of poor children; (and) educational and 
job training opportunities inadequate to the demands 
of a high wage, high growth economy.” That chronic 
condition, ominously, could become worse. As Presi- 
dent Clinton wisely noted, failure to rein in explosive 
government Spending could produce a budget deficit 
of $635 billion in just 10 short years, And sound 
medicine requires requires government -- not only the 
executive branch, but the Congress as well -- to "act 
boldly” to heal the problem 

The president's plan will raise the taxes on the 
nation’s wealthiest citizens, bumping the tax rate for 
those earning more than $180,000 per year from 31 to 
36 percent, and for corporations from 34 to 36 percent. 
This is a positive move, which will restore some of the 
tax equity which was lost by the 1981 tax cul enacted 
by President Reagan 

Clinton's plan would also require taxpayers to pay 
the medicare tax on their entire income, rather than the 
first $135,000; reduce tax deductions for business 
meals and entertainment; and impose a broad.Qased 
tax on energy use. 


in a plan of such broad scope and complexity, there 
are many unanswered questions. The president was 
quite specific about the tax increases that he was 
proposing, but far more nebulous about the spending 
cuts. Just as the tax increases will reach almost all 
Americans making over $30,000 per year, the spending 
cuts -- in order to be effective at reducing the budget 
deficit -- will have to have a similar breadth, 

At the same time, there is a need to ensure that the 
tax plan, especially the broad-based tax on energy use, 
does not fall unfairly on the poor... Taxes of this sort are 
regressive, in that their flat nature generally means that 
they place a heavier burden on poorer taxpayers. The 
president has proposed the enlarging of the eatned-in- 
come tax credit to assist those poorer taxpayers 

But for the most part, the president's plan represents 
a good point of departure for the Congress to legisia- 
tively address the nation's spiralling budget deficit. 

We hope that discussion about the president's plan 
does not degenerate into partisan wrangling. It is easy 
for the Republicans to say that there should be no tax 
increases. However, they should therefore be 
prepared to discuss in detail the spending cuts they 
would propose, Demagoguery like that practiced by 
Georgia Congressman Newt Gingrich -- who urged the 
slashing of welfare spending, when he knows that such 
spending represents less than one percent of the 
tederal budget -- will not address the serious problems 
the nation faces. 

The president has extended his proposal. Now, the 
hard part begins. We are looking forward to Congress 
addressing the president's proposals in the same spirit 
in which they were submitted -- of courage and bold- 
hess to address pressing national issues 


‘Hope for South Africa

i lie history of South Africa -- so long filled with 
hatred, violence, and recimination -- may be 
taking a turn for the better, The future has been 

brightened by the decision of the African National Con- 
tc to accept a five-year plan for sharing power with 
the white regime 

The plan reflects the courage and integrity of leaders 

on both sides of this debate -- the white South African 
government, which has begun, however, tentatively, to 
take steps toward Black self-determination; and the 
ANC, which had to temper the demands of some of its 
more militant factions in order to begin the process of 
accepting an agreement which would not result in 
immediate, total control by Black South Africans 

Under the proposed plan, there would be an election 

by April, 1994 of a 400-seat assembly -- an election in 
which Blacks, for the first time, would have a vote. That 
assembly would write the nation’s constitution, and 
serve for five years 

The president would be chosen from the member- 

ship of the assembly;-and-any-_party-gaining-at least 5 
percent of the seats in the parliament would have aright 
{6 serve on the president's cabinet.. The key control in 
the process -- assuring white participation -- is that the 
president would be obligated to gain a two-thirds vote 
of the-cabinet-for_ major decisions. 


The plan has risks on both sides. For FW. DeKlerk, 
the South African president, the plan clearly signals the 
ultimate end of white South African domination, That 
iS a prospect which radicals and ultraracists in his 
society have already condemned, and which opens up 
the possibility of increasing paramilitary action by white 
racists 

On the other hand, the Inkatha Freedom Party on 
the right and the Pan-African Congress on the left are 
concerned about the freedom-sharing plan because 
they fear the plan would relegate them to second-class 
Status. 

The plan also means that majoritarian Black rule 
would be forestalled for at least five years 

We understand the frustrations that, many Black 
South Africans may feel about such a plan, However, 
we also recognize that the creation of a democratic, 
peaceful, and free South Africa can only be ac- 
complished with the active submission and involvement 
of all groups, including the white South Africans who 
have dominated and controlled the nation s political life. 

itis possible that the plan could be scuttled by the 
aggressive antagonisms of the right and the left. But 
we maintain the hope that the world’s oldest surviving 
government by race will ultimately dissolve, and that 
Black South Africans will be able to share in a free and 
democratic society ¢ 


Debate over Discovery 


| he Discovery Pavilion was a $4 million addition 
to the Franklin Park site, owned by the Ohio 
State University but placed there by state offi- 
cials in support of AmeriFlora ‘92 

Now, OSU officials are willing to entertain possible 
uses for the facility at its presént location, and Black 
Columbus arts supporter Donald Day 's urging the 
development of an African-American history museum 
on the Franklin Park site 

Day envisions several rotating exhibits in the 
museum, which would be open to the public. Several 
observers have. noted thal, even in Columbus, many 
Black residents have historical artifacts which could be 
part of major exhibits at the facility 

The Discovery Pavilion is a state-of-the-art facility, 
which housed the "Seeds of Change” exhibit during 
AmeriFlora ‘92. If.it were to become an African- 
American museum, that museum would immediately 
be housed in one of the most impressive facilities for 
its type in the nation 

Of course, there remains some opposition to the 
proposal. As Michael Link, head of the Near East Area 
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ast year, 19 Cleveland postal workers were 

arrested in a widely publicized “sting" operation 

by U.S. Postal Service inspectors. The arrests 
were the result of a time and money consuming inves- 
a ere of alleged drug dealing by = workers, many 
of whom had long records of uber hed service. They 
were law abiding, private citizens, with families and 
solid reputations in the community. 

The so-called informants who supplied the names of 
the accused, also supplied audio tapes of the alleged 
drug transactions, tapes which were paid for with 
several thousands of dollars of "buy money" which was. 
supplied by the inspectors 

After the indictments and arrests, an honest and 
coutageous prosecutor from Cuyahoga County 
Prosecutor Stephanie Tubbs-Jones' office noticed that 
the voices on the lape recordings did not match any of 
the voices of the accused. Yes, the whole "sting" opera- 
tion was a sham, and the informants made off with the 
cash. .

Court Justice Craig Wright -- regarding "a nigger 
named Mo" and whether former cour} administrator 
Louis Damiani had any “Black blood" -- has ignited a 
controversy not only within the legal 
and political communities, but .- 
among Black Democrats and 
Republicans, 
x One of the most vocal op- 
ponents. of Craig Wright is State 
Rep. Ray Miller of Columbus. A 
February 10 letter to Wright chided 
him for having "such little regard for 
African Americans that you would 
refer to members of my race as 
‘niggers,."" and called on him to 
resign hispost ' be 

“You have itreparably damaged the tryst and con- 
fidence. which the*people of the state of Ohio have 
placed in you,” Miller wrote 

But that was not all. Miller's letter included a per- 
sonal postscript unshared with the media. "The fact 
that you have a number. of ‘Uncle Toms’ stating that 
you are acceptable to them does notalter my position," 
Miller added. 

In fact, Miller's comments -- written about by a 
Dispatch reporter -- opened the little secret which had 
been smoothed over publicly by Blacks on both sides 
of the Wright issue: the fact that Blacks were on both 
sides of the Wright issue 

Craig Wright has not been a paragon of political 
liberalism. A Republican, he has never been as- 
sociated with issues of civil rights in the same way that 
fellow court Republican -- and sparring partner -- Andy 
Douglas has been 

But at the same time, several Black political types 
-- including some Black Democrats -- were both quietly 
and publicly lobbying on behalf of Wright, and support 
ing his efforts to stay on the court 

Columbus attorney Larry James, a Republican and 
former city safety director under former mayor Dana 
Rinehart, has been the most vocal and obvious sup- 
porter of Wright. But he is not alone, Democratic state 
representative Otto Beatty of Columbus had also 
prepared a letter on behalf of Wright, And former 
Columbus city council president Jerry Hammond was 
also lobbying for Wright. It was Wright who, in 1983 
while serving as a Franklin County common pleas court 
judge, who had expunged Hammond's 30-year-old

Opportunities abound at 
New Salem college fair

"A black college is not so much a place to go as it is a place to grow," wrote Judith 
Boswell-Griffie in a 1989 poem. 

In keeping with thaf thought, New Salem Baptist Church, 2956 Cleveland Ave., 
hosted its three-day college fair Thursday, Feb. 4, Friday, Feb. 5 and Saturday, Feb. 
6, This was the fourth year of the event, which is proving itself to be bigger and 
more successful each year, 

Reggie Moore, director of the college fair, explained how much work and planning 
that goes into an event of its size and importance. "My job is basically to oversee 
how the college fair is put together," said Moore. "The work to be done is broken 
up by teams." 

Moore also related how much time goes into the planning stages. "We start about 
six to seven months in advance trying to get sponsorship. New Salem chose to 
underwrite the event this year but previous sponsors have been AT&T, State Farm 
and Society Bank," said Moore. 

"The college fair represents a four-year commitment by this church to help our 
youth," added New Salem's pastor, the Rev. Keith Troy. "We have enjoyed tremen- 
dous help and support from the Council of Historically Black Colleges and Univer- 
sities. The numbers have grown each year and there is genuine interest among the 
students." 

The number of students participating in the college fair has indeed grown over 
the years, The college fair hosted 35 colleges and 800 students its first year. 1992 
brought 1800 students and 40 colleges. 1993 has witnessed the event expand to 
three days and seen 46 colleges and nearly 2,000 students participate in the event 

Prestigious colleges such as Florida A&M University are represented at the 
college fair: Florida A&M has been the subject ofarticles by "USA Today", "Fortune" 
magazine and "The New York Times" and is one of the fastest growing and biggest 
universities in the country. 

The Florida Board of Regents cited the school for having one of the best business 
programs in the nation, comparing it to Harvard, and the president of the university, 
Frederick S. Humphries, recently received the Nations Most Prestigious Black 
Educator Award. Florida A&M is also first in producihg National Achievement 
scholars 

Reginald Ike, a Columbus native and 1987 graduate ofFlorida A&M in business 
administration, has served as a recruiter and was present w Salem's college 
fair. "Our goal is to make students aware of Florida A&M and we Would also like to 
increase the amount of Columbus natives who attend," said Ike. “If you do well on 
your SAT and ACT tests, there is a lot of scholarship money available at Florida 
A&M." 

Smaller, less well-known colleges are also represented at the college fair. Terri 
Davis, a 1990 graduate of Virginia Union University, was proud to recruit students 
for her alma mater. “| felt very supported and protected going to a predominantly 
Black college," said Davis. “It gave me a sense of self-esteem and history. We were 
like one big family at Virginia Union. We looked out for each other. The experience 
prepared me to do graduate work at Ohio State."

A Tuskegee Airman, who escorted 
bombers on hundreds of missions, who 
was shot down and became a prisoner of 
war, said that if given another chance, he 
would do it again. 

“If you had a chance to become an 
astronaut, would you do it?," asked Wal- 
ter McCreary, a Tuskegee Airman and 
veteran of the U.S. Air Force for 21-years. 
“| would do it again, Young men go to war 
because they look for adventure and ex- 
citement." 

« Now Walter McCreary is on another 
mission, not as dangerous, but just as 
important. He wants to destroy the 30 
year silence surrounding the story of the 
Tuskegee Airmen and “escort" young 
minds to become more interested in 
aerospace and piloting. 

“When you have war, there are always 
going to be casualties," said McCreary. 
“Now we are dying of old age. There is 
not a lot of knowledge about (the Tus- 
kegee Airmen). Only in the last 10 years 
has the media given attention to the Tus- 
kegee Airmen 

"| hate Black History Month," said Mc- 
Creary. "We live everyday. It should be 
told everyday. | think.the recagnition is 
well overdue. We opened the gates. We 
suffered the indignities. 

“There were over 10,000 prisoners of 
war and we were treated better by the 
Germans than in our own land," said- Mc- 
Creary, who was hit by gunfire and bailed 
out of his fighter on Oct. 12, 1944. "There. 
was no discrimination by the Germans 
Segregation didn't occur until | returned 
home (in May 1945). The Germans 
treated me with dignity like everyone else. 
It leaves a bitter taste in your month," 
McCreary said. 

According to one white fighter pilot that 
Was escorted by key airmen, their work 
will never be forgotten and each one of 
them is a hero and will always have his 
highest honor and respect 

"When they protected us, we never 
lost a plane," said Lawrence Greene, a 
flignt engineer and waist gunner on the 
B24's. “They were great pilots and their 
whole attitudes was like...they’had guts." 

Both McCreary and Greene stated that 
for most Blacks in the 1940's, their jobs 
were driving trucks and garbage detail. 
For the Tuskegee Airmen, they had to risk 
their lives for others and to make sure 
every mission was accomplished, 

Still, the. Tuskegee Airmen were 
treated as were other Blacks in the 
1940's, as a people without rights 

"In the days in the Navy, all you could 
do is mop the deck," said McCreary. "Any 
pioneer is subjected to trials and tribula- 
tions. We want history to show that we 
existed. We have Presidential medals, 
awards and citations. We are real," 

Greene said Blacks were treated 
harshly and were not seen as equals, He 
once was forced to teach a class because 
he confronted a white officer who spoke 
disrespectfully to a Black pilot. 

"! had on an occasion to come across 
an instructor yelling at this Black man and 
he was treating him very rudely," said 
Greene. "| didn't know some of the words 
he was using, but from the sound of it, it 
wasn't very nice. | told him not to talk to 
the man that way. They made me teach a 
class. They thought it was a punishment," 
said Greene, row 71. "| had come in from 
New York, so my relationship with Blacks 
were more civilized." 

“L hadn't been aware of the Tuskegee 
Airmen, although | know about it now," 
said Green. "| know their lives were in 
eminent danger. If there was ever astamp 
of something that meant something, they 
should have a stamp of the Tuskegee 
Airmen. They deserve a lot more than 
what they got." 

The Black military aviators were 
trained at an isolated training complex 
near the town to Tuskegee, Alabama and 
at the Tuskegee Institute, where 450 
fighter pilots fought in aerial wars over 

h Africa, Sicily and Europe.

Paul Robeson remains role model for youth 


The late Paul Robeson, one of the 
most multi-talented men in the history of 
the world, was an athlete, actor, author, 
attorney, scholar and concert singer. 
Robeson was born in Princeton, N.J. on 
April 9, 1898 and died in Philadelphia, 
Pa. on Jan. 23, 1976. 

Today, the legendary Robeson still 
serves as apvillustrious role model--self- 
respecting, dignified and dedicated tothe 
progress necessary to enable the Black 
youth of America to play a positive role in 
their continuing struggles for peace, full 
employment, affirmative action, educa- 
tional rights and social equality. 

As a scholar/athlete, Robeson won a 
four-year scholarship to Rutgers Univer- 
sity and between 1915-1918, received 
15 varsity letters in football, basketball, 
baseball and track. He was also honored 
as a Phi Beta Kappa, was a debating 
champion and valedictorian of his 
graduating class. 

In the theatre, Robeson starred in 
such history-making Broadway offerings 
as "The Emperor Jones" and "“Show- 
boat." He also gave 296 unprecedented 
performances in the controversial role of 
Othello. He was subsequently recog- 
nized as an internationally acclaimed 
singer, performing on concert stages 
throughout the world. He also spoke 
and/or performed in over 20 languages 
and dialects. 

Robeson also found time to write his 
provocative autobiography, “Here |

Stand", as well as edit-"Freedom", a 
monthly journal 

Upon graduating from Golumbia 
University Law School in 1923, Robeson 
pursued a brief law practice. During his 
law school days, however, he married 
Eslanda Cardozo Good, the first Black 
analytical chemist at the Columbia Medi- 
cal Center. 


A social activist and Communist, 
Robeson soon a spokesman 
throughout the ainst exploita- 
tion, injustice and racism. His attacks on 
injustice and racism in the United States 
became a re international embar 
rassment to the United States’ govern- 
ment. So much so, that during 
1949-1950, 85 concerts were.cancelled 
by music promoters whoe-tried-to-silence 
him

North Africa, Sicily and Anzio, 
joined three other Black squadrons 
(the 100th, 301st, and 302nd) be- 
coming the largest fighter unit in the 
15th Air Force. From italian bases 
they destroyed enemy surveillance 
Stations, air-to-ground missiles and 
tail traffic. During aerial combat 66 
pilots were killed, while 32 were 
forced down or shot down and cap- 
tured to become prisoners of war. 

“| am one of the original pilots,” 
said McCreary. “The records show 
that out of all the bombers we es- 
corted, not one was shot down by 
enemy fighters. No other group can 
make that claim.“ a 

McCreary, though part of a 
remarkable squadron, has the 
respect of pilots today. 


"Today; " McCreary continued, 
“you are in the electronic age. You 
can shoot at a plane and never see 
it. It is completely different. It takes 
more skills today. You have to be a 
computer genius and be a well- 
prepared pilot. Now about 50 per- 
cent of the cadets at academies fail 
to fly. It is very rough." 


“The work we've done in the past 
opened gates today," said Mc- 
Creary. “As a result of what we did, 
we proved we had intelligence and 
will power and can hold positions 
comparable to whites. It is fruitful. 
We can sit back and be proud of the 
contributions we. made. People 
should know these things.”

ida B. Wells, born in1862 in Holly 
Springs, Miss., was perhaps the 
most famous Black journalist in the 
country, She was a correspondent 
~ to the Detroit Plain-Dealer, The 
Christian Index, The People 
Choice, and had written for the New 
York Age, the Indianapolis World, 
and several other newspapers 
around the country. In 1891, Ida B. 
Wells became editor of the Mem- 
phis Free Speech newspaper. 

Her writings were feared be- 
cause of her special emphasis on 
~ the horrors of lynching. She,pub- 
lished the Red Record; the first 
serious statistical treatment of the 
tragedy of lynching, In 1898 she 


lead a delegation to President Wil- 
liam Mckinley for support in the fight 
against the Lynch law. In her letter 
she wrote "That nowhere in the civ- 
ilized world, save in the United 
States, do men go out in bands of 
fittyto hunt down, shoot, hang, and 
burn to death a single individual 
unarmed and absolutely power- 
less." 

\da B. Wells organized many 
civic and self-help clubs in Chicago. 
She was one of the six African- 
Americans whe signed the initial 
call for the great national con- 
ference out of -which-grew-the 
NAACP in 1909.

The word beautiful has become 
synonymous with the name Lena 
Horne. Born June 30, 1917 in 
Brooklyn, this singer and actress 
has been perfecting her craft 
since 1933. At the age of 16, she 
secured a job as a chorus girl at 
the Cotton Club‘in New York City’s 
Harlem, where she danced and 
sang for two years: 

in the early 1940s, she worked 
at New York's. Cafe Society 
Downtown, and from there went to 
Hollywood where she was the first 
Black woman ever to’sign a term 
contract in films. Some of her 
memorable movies are Cabin in 
the Sky (1943), Stormy Weather

John ‘Russwurn, an ex-slave

Speaking to a correspondent for 
the Sunday Express of Johannes 
burg, South Africa, Malcolm pointed 
out: “Just as racism has become an 
international thing, the fight against 
it is also becoming international 
Those who were the victims of it and 
were kept apart from each other are 
beginning to compare notes. They 
are beginning to find that it doesn't 
stem from their own country alone 
Itis international; We intend'to fight 
it internationally." 

These speeches. trace

The 
firm whieh began.as Bob's Big Boy operates nearly 800 restaurants in 35 
states under various names 

A federal.court in Miami determined that the chain had "systematically 
engaged in racial discrimination" by hiring Blacks to only work in the 
kitchen and refusing to promote those who should have advanced. 

Jesse Jackson questions Marge Schott punishment 

CHICAGO, IL - National Black political leader Jesse Jackson has 
charged that major-league baseball's recent punishment of Cincinnati 
Reds owner Marge Schott “did not go far enough." 

Schott was suspended from baseball for one year and fined $25,000 
for making racial slurs, including referring to some of her well-paid Black 
players as "my million-dollar niggers." But Jackson says the matter cannot 
be settled until baseball hired more Black managers and puts "more African 
Americans in the front office." He has threatened to lead boycotts of 
baseball games this spring if more is not done. 

Appeals court allows race-based scholarships 

WASHINGTON, 0.C.--A federal appeals court recently affirmed the 
government's authority to allow tax-supported colleges to continue grant- 
ing scholarships which primarily benefit Blacks:and other racial minorities. 

The practice had been challenged as a form of reverse discrimination 
against whites and the Bush administration had tried to end the practice. 
But, the three-jUdge U.S. Appeals Court dismissed the lawsuit filed by 
seven white students. The Clinton administration is not expected to 
challenge the decision. There are an estimated 45,000 minority-based 
scholarships designed primarily to help African Americans, Hispanics and 
Indians 

New Study: AIDS is not a Black disease 

WASHINGTON, D.C. -; Anew-report by the highly prestigious national 
Research Council has indirectly contradicted recent attempts to portray 
AIDS-as becomingincreasingly a disease of Blacks and other, racial 
minorities. While not directly addressing that issue, the 300-page report 
concluded: "The AIDS epidemic will have little impact on the lives of most 
Americans."

The Council added that while AIDS "has devastated" the communities 
of homosexual males and intravenous drug users “the epidemic has had 
little effect on American society as a whole." The report noted that the 
greater incidence of HIV infection among Blacks has occurred almost 
exclusively among Black gay men and IV drug users.

NEW YORK, NY -- The AlDS-related death .in February of tennis 
champions Arthur Ashe symbolized one of the most tragic aspects of the 
dreaded disease -- people who contracted the AIDS virus as a result of 
blood transfusions. It is believed Ashe became infected during a trans- 
fusion needed during 1983 open heart surgery. 

At the time, adequate tests did not exist to insure the safety of the 
nation's blood supply. The Richmond, Virginia native was 49-years-old. He 
left a wife and daughter.

HOUSTON, TX -- John R. Brown, a federal judge who played a major 
role in court battles which ended official segregation in the south, died 
here in February at age 83. He wrote nearly 2,000 opinions starting in 
1962 with ‘the order ‘allowing James Meredith to be enrolled in the then 
all-white University of Mississippi. Brown once labeled, himself, “a civil 
right Republican like Lincoln."

if one day's reading of the Dow is to be 
conclusive, we'd have to say that the reading’ 
on October 19, 1987--"Black Monday"--meant 
that the world had ended and would not ever 
recover. On that day, we hada virtual m wn 
in the market going into the last year Of the 
Reagan administration's second term. 

At the time that 508-point drop happened, 
the wisdom of "The Street" was that 3,000.0n 
the market was "in the bag." The drop of 508 
points, however, happened from the 2,780 
range, well before 3,000. 

here are my conclusions about the way 
the stock market behaves and how its behavior 
might apply to what Clinton has in mind, 

In the first place, big advances or declines 
in stock prices never come when most inves- 
tors expect them, More frequently, they come 
when the crowd is convinced that the market 
will go the opposite way. Why? Because /f all 
the buyers are satisfied, there can only be 
sellers left in the marketplace. Under those 
conditions, markets often dectine. Similarly, if 
all sellers have been satisfied, there are only 
buyers left; under those conditions, markets 
often rise. 

The tricky part comes when there are almost 
as many sellers as buyers in the market, Under 
those circumstances, you get a market that 
moves in a tight “trading range".

Workplace privacy gains - 
attention in court case 


From The Industrial Association of 
Central Ohio’s The Communicator 

An employer that secretly recorded an 
employee's phone calls must pay 
$40,000 in damages, the U.S. Court of 
Appeals at St. Louis ruled 

Owners of a liquor store lived next 
door to and shared a telephone line with 
their store. Believing that an employee 
was involved in a burglary, the owners 
installed a recording device on their line 
extension. Without notifying the 
employee, the owners recorded and lis- 
tened to 22 hours of the employee's 


phone conversations, many of which 
were personal calls between the 
employee and her boyfriend, The 
employee and her boyfriend sued under 
the Omnibus Crime Control and Safe 
Streets Act of 1968, which generally 
prohibits individuals from intercepting 
wire or electronic communications. 

The store owners.might have had a 
legitimate interest in monitoring the 
employee's phone conversations, but 
the monitoring should have been limited 
to determining whether the calls were
